Peace at Last ; 

Germany has signed a peace 
treaty with the ‘‘Allied and As- 
sociated’? powers. This means 
with France, Britain and Italy 'as 
Allies and the United States as an 
“‘associated’’ power. The long 
drawn out agony of the war is ov- 
er at last. It is one month short 
of five years since the war was de- 
clared, by Austria on Serbia. It 
is safe to say that the world never 
before saw five such bloody and 
terrible years. In numbers of 
men engaged, \in the vast apd 
widely separated areas of warfare, 
and in the means of destruction 
cmployed no former war bore any 
comparison to that just closed. In 
appalling loss of life, in colossal 
expenditure, it stands alone in the 
world’s history. In examples of 
courage and self sacrifice it set 
a new mark for humanity. 

And yet the underlying causes 
of the war and its results are as 
they have always been. The tield 
was larger, the weapons were 
newer; but it was same spirit of 
jealousy and aggression which 
caused the murder of Abel that 
loosed the German legions on de- 
fenceless Belgium and on peace- 
ful France in August 1914. It was 
the common instinct, of self pres- 
ervation that caused thé other na- 
tions, freat and small to come to 
the assistance of France and Belg- 
lum, because they one and all real- 
ized clearly and soon that in fight- 
ing for Belgium and France they 
were fighting for themselves. 

World power was the objective 
of Germany. The maintenance of 
free civilization was the objective 
of the Alles. The greater the 
strength shown by Germany, and 
the more savage the atrocities 
conumitted the more clearly it was 
realized by all the Allied nations 
that they could not afford to let 
Germany win no matter what sae- 
rifices they might have to make. 
Germany fought fur world power 
or downfall. In such a struggle 
both sides cannot win and down- 
fall has been Germany’s fate. 

Defeated, dismembered, humil- 
iated, Germany is paying in some 
measure the price of her aggres-

Voters Lists. 


Prior to the year 1917 the right 
to vote at an election for Coun- 
eillors for a M.D. was limited to 
the parties who were asssesed for 
land. In the year 1917, however 
the right to vote for Couneillors 
was extended to dicludes the wiv- 
es, husbands, sons and daughters 
of the person assessed, provided 
Kuch Wives, husbands, sons and 
daughters were twenty-one years 
of age and resident within the 
boundaries of the Municipality. 
It was felt that the relatives of the 
owners or occupants of the land 
were by their industry assissting 
both directly and indirectly in the 
progress and work of the Munie 
ipality and therefore it seemed 
fuir that they should have 
a Yight to say Who they wished 
to carry on the Municipality.

It was found it was impossible 
for a Secretary Treasurer without 
a great deal of labour to make a 
complete list of these people. For 
example, sons and daughters of 
persons assessed are entitled to 
have their name placed cn the 
List when they become twenty-one 
years of age, and when the Secret- 
ary treasurer was required - te 
make up the list it was absolutely 
impossible for him to do so pro- 
perly without making a eanvass of 
the entire district each year, inqui- 
ring as to when these parties: be- 
eame of age, and also as ty wheth- 
er or not they were resident in the 
Municipality. This being © the 
case it was felt to be unfair that 
such a burden should be plaeed 
on that official, therefore, at the 
last session of the legislature, the 
Hon. A. G. MeKay, Minister of 
Municipal affairs, introduced an 
amendment which has now become 
law, requiring all = persons 
who were enttled to vote at an el- 
eetion for councillors, because of 
their being wives, husbands, sons 
or daughters of persons assessed, 
to register their names™with the 
secretary treasurer. 

All parties entitled to vote be- 
cause of their relationship to a 
person asséssed must make applic- 
ation to have their names placed 
on the Voters’ List otherwise 
they will not be able to vote at 
the election of counéiHors. Sueh 
application must be made to: the 
secretary-treasurer of the District 
some time betaveen November 1st 
and Deeémber 31st both inclusive 
of each year, during the usual off- 
ice hours. Application may be 
made personally by -the persons 
claming the right to vote or it 
may be made through the party 
on account of whose assessment an 
applicant elaims a right to vote. 
All persons who are of the opinion 
they have the right to vote under 
this provison should therefore be 
eareful to make application to ha- 
ve their names placed on the vo- 
ters’ list in due tme, so that they 
may be able to cast their vote at 
the enxt election for municipal 
District Councillors. 

Another amendmentsto the pro- 
visions of the Municipal Distriet 
Act in conneetion with the voters’ 
list should be noted. That is an 
amendment to section 88 of the 
Municipal District Act, which re- 
quires a copy of the voters list to 
be posted up at some centfal pla- 
ce in each polling division in the 
M.D. As the act formerly stood, 
it only required that there should 
be a copy of the voters, list in the 
Secretary-T'reasurers’ office. This 
was inconvenient, because it fre- 
quently meant a special trip ‘Of 
quite a few miles, if au 
wished to find out whether or not 
his nafne was on the List. 

Unless the business of a Mun- 
icipality is controlled by an active 
and intelligent public opinion, 
there cannot be the results there 
should be from of Municipal Or- 
ganizations. With the widening 
of the franchise and the making 

of additional provision whereby 
parties entitled to vote may take 
sure that their names are on the 
Voter’s List, there will be an in- 
centive to greater interest being 
taken in Municipal matters as one 
of the weak spots in rural Mun-

The statement continues that the 
Citizens’ Committee purchased 30 
gallons of liquor and distributed 
it around the Labor hall in order 
to incite the strikers to disorder 
and riot. The committee, it con- 
tinues, has blocked every action to 
reach a settlement, seeking to pro- 
cure the establishment of labor 
conditions worse than existed 
prior to the strike. It is charged 
than one mediator, a clergyman, 
‘got his orders from the big com- 
mittee to engrain for Montreal.’’ 
and that another mediator as mov- 
ed out of Winnipeg. 

The allegation regarding the 30 
gallons of liquor is a gem of the 
above collection, as is also the con- 
tention that the Citizen’s Commit- 
tee tried to stir up the riots. See- 
ing that the citizens of Winuipeg 
have lost many millions of dollars 
through the strike, and their city 
has been set back commercially to 
a degrce that will cost them many 
millions of dollers more, these sta- 
tements appexr-aliueost more than 
ridiculous. They are a sample of 
the sort of stuff that papers like 
the Morning Albertan and Edmon- 
ton Bulletin have been only too 
ready to publish in order to ‘‘get 
a crack’’ at the authorities and 
earn a few rounds of applause 
from their own particular friends.
